The publiflier never admitted Mr. Mafon's legal 
right of property in thefe verfes ;— but a great deal 
could not be exacted for f/ty lines $ and be wiihed 
no gentleman of refpe£lable character to impute a 
deliberate injury to him, which he was certainly 
very ifsir from intending.

Mr^ Mafon remained lilent to his overture ; 
and after repeating it to hinx as diftindly as he 
could, the publifher took his leave, imagining he 
wanted time to confider of it. 

*■ Such is the faithful account of this Htle tranfac* 
tion ; nor will Mr. Mafon deny its authenticity 
or exafinefs. The publifher was a ftranger to Mr, 
Gray's executor, except by reputation. He is un- 
confcious of having failed in the refpe£l due to him ; 
and the value of Mr.Mafon's character would not 
have fuffered diminution, had he been equally dif* 

pofed 
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pofedto treat the publiiher with civility and at* 
tejition. 

It was hardly poffible after this equitable pro* 
cedure, to expe£l to be troubled with an oppreffive 
profecution ; from any man fuch conduct would 
have been efteemed ungenerous ; from a dergymafy 
whofe duty it is to fow peace aiid good -will amongft 
men, it wears not a more favourable afpeA. 

Mr. Mafon, neverthelefs^ without further no- 
tice, filed a bill in Chancery againft the publilhet ; 
and retained Mr. Thurlow^ Mr. Wedderburni and 
Mr. Dunning for hia^ounfel. 

F!/iy lines furely cannot be an objed for a man 
to throw a hundred pounds, or more money, after^ 
it leads an impartial perfon to fufped, that Mr. Ma« 
fon has a further objedl in view ^ and that, although

Mr. Philip Gray, cxercifed the trade of 
a money- fcrivener ; and being of an in- 
dolent difpofition, he did not add to 
his paternal fortune. He negledted not, 
however, the education of his ion, 
whom he fent to Eton fchool; where 
he contraded an intimacy with Mr. 
Horace Walpolc, who is at prefent {o 
diftinguifhed in the republic of letters ; 
and with Mr. Richard Weft, a young 
gentleman of uncommon ability, whole 
father was Lord Chancellor of Ireland. 



From Eton Mr. Gray, in the year 
"1734, removed to Cambridge, and was 
admitted a penfioner of St. Peter's Col- 
lege. Mr. Weft went to ftudy in Chrift-

Church College' at Oxford; and thefc 
ingenious friends now commenced an 
epiftolary correfpondence, which, though 
not unworthy of their years, and of the 
hopes conceived of them, they little 
imagined was; one day, to be laid be- 
fore the public. 

They were not long in their refpec- 
tive univerfitics, when they turned their 
attention to the ftudy of the law. For, 
with that view, they found themfclves 
in London in the year 1738, Mr. Weft 
took chambers in the fnner Temple; 
but-Mf. Gray being invited by Mr. Wal- 
pole to accompany him in his travels, 
delayed^ for ». time, his application to

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a fckhcc, which, ftirety; 4iA not tuk 
feither his temper or his genius. 

The improvement he received frocA 
vifiting France and Italy, was doubtleft 
Very gi^at. fiut the pfeafure arifing 
from his travels, was painfully inter- 
rupted by the difagreement which aroie 
between him and Mr. Walpole. Their 
difpofitions were different. Thepfenfivt 
and philofbphical turii of the former^ 
did not well agree with the gaiety and 
livelinefs of the latter. They had fet 
out in the end of the year i73'9> and 
they parted at Reggio in the year 1741. 
Many years, however, did not pafs till 
a reconciliation was produced between 

them.

- The genius of Mr. Gtay^ which wa« 
avcrfe to the mecfhapffm and toil of 
bufmefs, joined tb his.paffion for ^ftudy 
and literature, inclindd hioi to live at 
Cambridge, where he had free accefs to 
many valuable. libraries. Frorp the win- 
ter of the year 1 742, to the end of hia

The year 1753 was memorable to 
Mr, Gray, by the lofs of his mother, 
whom he loved with an exemplary af-^ 
fedion.

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and who fancied that birth and fortune 
gave them a title to be,inipertinent» dif-> 
turbing him frequently and intentionally 
with their inlult^ and riots, he found 
it neceflary to remove from Pcter-houfe, 
and went to Pecnbroke-halL In the 
year 1768, by the unfolicited influence 
of the Duke of Grafton, he was norni^ 
natcd King's Profeffor of Modern Hif- 
tory in the Univerfity of Cambridge^ 
a place of 400 1. a year. 



It appears, that in the early part of 
his life, he had entertained the defire 
of publi(hing an edition of Strabo ^ and, 
among his papers, there, were man}r 
geographical difquifitions, which had 
been made with that intention*. He 

• *alfo 
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alfo left many explanatoiy and critkal 
obfervations on the writings of PhtOj, 
and he had beftowed uncommon labour 
en the Antbologia. A projeft worthy of 
him, and more intereiting than any of 
thofe, was,- A Hiftory of Englifli Poetry, 
'on which he had long meditated, but 
thought proper to abandon, when he 
was informed that Mr. Warton, of Tri- 
nity College, Oxford^ was engaged in 
a fimilar purfuit. 



Among the branches of knowledge 
in which he excelled, it would be im- 
proper not to mention Architedhire ; 
and his ikill in Heraldry was exadl and 
cxtenfive. But what was moft pecu^ 
liarly to his tafte, and engaged his at- 

tention 
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tention the mcxft conflahtly^ was toitxi^ 
ral Hiftory. He left many notes on Lin- 
fiaeus, and on Hiidfon's FJora Anglica\ 
and while employed on Zoology, he ftu- 
died AriAotle on that fubjed):, and ex- 
plained many of the obfcure paflages of 
that diAinguifhed Ancient. Mufic he 
knew mod exquifitely ; and^ while a« 
hroad, he had acqaired a (kill in Paints 
ing. In a word, if Mathematics afre 
excepted, there was not a part of hu- 
man learning which he had not culti- 
vated with fuccefs. 



A propenfity to melancholy, the con* 
<ftant attendant of genius, was obferv- 
able in Mr. Gray, from his earlieft 
years; and an hereditary gout ferved 

to 
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to encourage it; About the end of 
May 1 77 1, he made a vifit to London j 
but being opprefTed with feverifhnefs, 
and dejedlion of mind, he was advifed 
to leave his lodgings in Jermyn- Street 
for Kenfington ; where a freer air fo far 
operated to his. recovery, as to enable 
him to return to Cambridge. .On the 
24th of July, however, a fudden fick- 
nefs, while at dinner, made him retire 
tc# his chamber, from the College halL 
His malady, which was found to be the 
gout in his flomach, continued to in- 
creafe, and bafiled alLthe art of medi- 
cine. On the 29th, a flr^lg convulfion- 
fit feized him ; it returned with addi- 
tional violence on the 30th ; and the 
evening after, this ingenious poet, and 
cultivated fcholar, ceafed to adorn £ng-«> 

land and huaian nature.
